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Labour candidate Lee quits police post race over 22-year-old offence 


THE Labour party candidate for the 
county’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner post has stepped down 
after an offence he committed 22 
years ago came to light. 

It was announced last night that Lee 
Barron had been suspended from the 
Labour party and its support of his 
candidacy withdrawn after an incident 
for which he was fined £20 was 
revealed. 

The H&P asked Mr Barron two weeks 
ago if he would produce a CRB check 
which would show if he had any 
convictions and he said his position as a 
magistrate meant he wouldn’t have 
‘a criminal past at the end of the day’. 

An East Midlands Labour Party 
spokeswoman said: “We are 


disappointed to learn from Lee Barron 
that he has a previous conviction which 
bars him from standing as a candidate 
in the Police and Crime Commissioner 
elections. 

“The Labour Party has therefore taken 
action. He has been suspended with 
immediate effect and we have 
withdrawn our support pending an 
investigation.” 

In a statement on his Facebook page, 
Mr Barron said: When I applied to be a 
candidate for the role of Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) I understood 
that a minor offence committed some 
22 years ago, which led to a £20 fine, 
would not invalidate my candidacy. As 
somebody who has served, and indeed 
still is a sitting magistrate of almost ten 


years, I was confident of my position. All 
of us can make mistakes. It is what you 
do following that, which makes you the 
person you become. 

‘One mistake should not debar people 
from seeking public office who can take 
their life experiences with them 
particularly if those experiences have 
changed that person for the better. 

‘In recent days the origins of my fine 
and the charge I was under at the time 
have been deemed to be in breach of 
the legislation which allows candidates 
to seek the office of PCC. Despite the 
fact that this offence was fully declared 
and widely known, it came as a shock 
that the current legislation is so 
stringent that it could impact upon my 
candidacy. As a result of that and in 


order to protect the integrity of the 
Labour Party and all other candidates 
standing as PCC I have asked the Labour 
Party to withdraw its endorsement of 
my candidacy for the post of PCC and to 
suspend my campaign forthwith. If we 
attempt to fight the current legislation, 
which I would be prepared to do, it could 
cloud the issues that are so important 
as we seek to defend our police service 
from the austerity being imposed by this 
Tory led government.’ 

The election is on November 15 and 
the deadline for submissions was last 
week meaning there will be no Labour 
candidate in Northants.

Raiders hunted 
over £30,000 
weapons haul

POLICE are searching for robbers 
who escaped with a £30,000 cache 
of weapons from a distribution 
warehouse. 

Stolen in the raid were 300 BB Guns - a 
type of airgun - and more than 110 
crossbows - 18 of which are the most 
dangerous offered for sale. 

The warehouse for online retailer 
UKBBG in Stafford Place, Moulton Park, 
Northampton, was broken into by at 
least three men in the early hours of 
Saturday, between 1.45am and 2.35am. 

Managing director of UKBBG, Nigel 
Metcalfe, claimed his company was part 
of a series of attempted break-ins across 


the estate, which began at 10pm on 
Friday, but that the thieves struck gold 
when they stumbled across his goods. 

Mr Metcalfe said the crossbows, which 
include one make (Titan) which retails at 
up to £500 and can shoot arrows at 380 
feet per second, are a concern in the 
‘wrong hands’. 

He said buyers of those products were 
normally in archery clubs. He added: 
“The BB Guns are pretty harmless and 
you don’t need a licence for them. 

“But some of the compound crossbows 
are very powerful, with a lock pull system 
and have target telescopes on them. 
Obviously the police are very concerned 
about those. 

“These aren’t the type of weapons 
criminals normally use and they could be 


dangerous in the wrong hands. You are 
not going to get any more powerful than 
them. 

“But it will be extremely difficult to pass 
them on as there are only two retailers 
who stock them. We think the thieves hit 
the jackpot when they got in here and 
only took what they could fit in the van. 

“We have reacted to this and have real¬ 
ly upped security so there is no chance of 
this happening again.” 

The men are thought to have made off 
with the weapons in a Ford-style transit 
van. 

Witnesses, or anyone who believes they 
have been offered one of the weapons for 
sale, is asked to contact police on 101, or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

14 cops investigated in 
misconduct case claims

FOURTEEN Northampton¬ 
shire police officers faced 
formal disciplinary action in 
the last 12 months. 

And five of the force’s offi¬ 
cers were actually arrested - 
but it did not mean they had 
committed any crime. 

These details were revealed 
via a Freedom of Information 
request made by the Herald & 
Post. 

According to the FOI 
response, the 14 were disci¬ 
plined as part of formal 
misconduct proceedings. 


And after an investigation, 
the five arrested returned to 
normal duty - none were give 
custodial sentences. 

Northamptonshire Police 
say they are not obliged to 
give details of the reasons why 
the officers had been arrested. 

The county’s force currently 
employs 2,000 people - of 
which more than 1,000 are 
serving police officers. 

Responding to the FOI 
figures, Superintendent Pete 
Windridge, head of 
Professional Standards said: 
“The formal discipline of 
only 14 police officers is in 
keeping with the very high 


standards our police officers 
demonstrate day to day. 

“Occasionally, it becomes 
necessary to take disciplinary 
action and such action is in 
keeping with the public’s 
expectation when on rare 
occasions police officers do 
not maintain the high stan¬ 
dards expected of them. 

“The arrest of five officers 
demonstrates that police 
officers are dealt with in the 
same manner as any member 
of the public should certain 
criminal offences be dis¬ 
closed against them. 

“The exercise of a power of 
arrest is simply part of an 


investigatory process which 
as with all investigations 
seeks to establish the truth 
including proving or disprov¬ 
ing the involvement of some¬ 
one in a criminal allegation. 

“This should not be 
inferred they have done 
something wrong as it clearly 
indicates from the release 
that all five of the officers 
arrested were not subject of 
any formal action and there¬ 
fore rightly remain with the 
Force. 

“Police officers are expect¬ 
ed to maintain exceptional 
standards of conduct both 
on duty and off duty.” 


MP’s digging in again to help 
get 6m Jubilee trees planted 


ONE of the county’s MPs has 
launched the next stage of ‘The 
iubilee Project’ to plant millions 
of trees across the country. 

The project, which has The 
Queen’s support and the 
Princess Royal as patron, aims 
to plant six million trees across 
the UK and involve millions of 
people in the planting. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis, who is chairman 
of the All Party Parliamentary 
Group on the Queen’s Diamond 
Iubilee, said: “I have been work¬ 
ing with The Woodland Trust for 
some while to help with their 
Diamond Jubilee Woods project 
to plant six million trees in hon¬ 
our of the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee. 

“To mark the launch of the 
second phase of planting (the 
next three million trees nation¬ 
wide over the next few months) 


I arranged for John Bercow MP, 
the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, to plant a Red 
Windsor Apple tree in front of 
Big Ben at Parliament yesterday. 

“I’m proud to help make it 
possible for the House of 
Commons to mark this historic 
start to the tree planting season 
and to the second half of the 
Jubilee Woods project’s plant¬ 
ing.” 

The Woodland Trust has con¬ 
firmed 60 special Diamond 
Woods - each of at least 60 acres 
- will be planted across the UK 
from Stornoway in the Outer 
Hebrides to Truro at the tip of 
Cornwall. 

There will be a Diamond Wood 
in every region of the UK, giving 
everyone the chance to create 
an environmental legacy in 
their area through helping to 
plant trees. 


Energy advice will help 
keep people warmed up

It is thought many more homes will be pushed into fuel 
poverty this year because of the recent rise in fuel costs.

They will also explain how residents might be 
able to save more money by switching suppliers as well as 
offering tips and giving away small energy saving devices.

A DRIVER has been left baffled 
by an ongoing enquiry with the 
council to find out who is 
responsible for a manhole 
which left him with a flat tyre. 

Steve Beecham was driving 
along Berry Lane in Wootton in 
August when a flash flood hit and 
he drove over a drain, which he 
could not see, and had no cover 
on it. 

The rear tyre of his BMW was 
punctured and he contacted 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s Street Doctor service to 
report the problem but for the 
last two months has been passed 
between three different authori¬ 
ties. 

The council has told him it is 
not its responsibility and he has 
been told it is either Anglian 
Water’s or the Highways Agency’s 
problem. 

Both of those agencies do not 
believe the manhole or its cover 
belongs to them either. 

Mr Beecham said: “I am not 
sure what is going on really. It is 
really frustrating, I just want 
someone to say it is their man¬ 
hole. I have been sent to every¬ 
one who it could possibly be and 


no one wants to admit it is theirs. 
It has got to be someone’s. I have 
had two months of this and I am 
so fed up now.” 

A spokeswoman for North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
said: “We appreciate that it’s frus¬ 
trating for the public when we 
have a situation where responsi¬ 
bility is not immediately appar¬ 
ent but it is important that we 
establish this, especially in cases 


where insurance claims have 
been made.” 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
woman said an inspector was 
sent out yesterday afternoon to 
establish if it was its responsibili¬ 
ty and has confirmed that the 
manhole cover is out of its net¬ 
work. Anglian Water confirmed it 
was not responsible for the drain 
as it does not link to a sewerage 
system.

A COUNCIL is monitoring ash trees in 
response to the spread of a disease 
affecting the plants across the country. 

So far, 100,000 trees across the UK 
have been destroyed after getting ‘ash 
dieback disease’. 

There has been a ban on the import of 
the trees and in Denmark 90 per cent of 
its stock have already been killed. 

Northampton Borough Council 


confirmed that as yet it had received no 
reports of cases in the town. Visible 
symptoms include leaf loss and crown 
dieback in affected trees and it can kill 
the tree. 

Councillor John Caswell, cabinet 
member for environment, said: “We are 
concerned about the spread of ash tree 
disease but so far there have been no 
reported cases in Northampton. 


“It is very difficult to take any precaut¬ 
ions because it is an airborne fungal 
disease but we are monitoring the ash 
trees in our parks and are following the 
guidelines issued by DEFRA and the 
Forestry Commission. If anyone has any 
concerns that a local tree may have the 
disease please call the Forestry 
Commission on 01420 23000 or email 
ddas.ah@)forestry.gsi.gov.uk”

“The council seems to be keen 
to bring this kind of thing into 
the town and it helps that it is a 
young council, you know with a 
young leader. 

“There were no problems and 
I think we have shown how well 
it can go and I am very pleased 
with how it went.”

Care home told to 
improve standards

A CARE home has been issued 
with a formal warning about its 
standard of duty. 

It comes after an unannounced 
visit by Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) inspectors to Argyle House 
in The Avenue, Dallington, 
Northampton, on October 1 as 
part of a planned review of 
compliance. 

Following the visit, inspectors 
found the owners of Argyle House 
needed to make improvements in 
relation to the care and welfare of 
service users. 

Nurses at the home, which pro¬ 
vides accommodation for up to 87 
people, were not trained in 
giving injections, taking blood 
and replacing catheters. 

Residents also had to keep using 
call bells to ask staff to reposition 
them in bed as they were not 
being regularly checked and some 
told inspectors that their inconti¬ 
nence pads were not changed 
very often which posed a risk of 


infection. A resident who was 
nursed in bed remained on their 
back for five days without being 
repositioned which does not com¬ 
ply with medical guidelines. 

On 18 occasions the medication 
chart showed a fortified drink had 
not been given to a resident. 

This had been prescribed to 
them by their GP and should have 
been given daily to ensure their 
health needs were being met. 

Andrea Gordon, deputy director 
of operations for CQC, said: “The 
law says these are the standards 
that everyone should be able to 
expect. Providers have a duty to 
ensure they are compliant. 

“This warning sends a clear 


message that Argyle House needs 
to address this issue or face 
further consequences. 

“Our inspectors will return in the 
near future and if we find that the 
required progress is not made we 
won’t hesitate to use our legal 
powers to protect the people who 
use this service.” 

In a statement the home said: 
‘Senior managers are supporting 
staff at Argyle House in order to 
ensure that the necessary 
improvements are made and sus¬ 
tained. We are confident that we 
have made the necessary 
improvements and look forward 
to demonstrating this when CQC 
next visit.’ 


Bunny-girl’s part 
in street assault 

A MAN was assaulted by a gang of four 
- including a woman wearing rabbit 
ears. 

The 23-year-old was attacked by the 
group on the Drapery in Northampton 
between 1.30am and 2.30am on 
Sunday. 

The offenders are described as a 
white man in his 20s with dark hair, 
wearing a black t-shirt with a square 
design on the front, a white man in his 
20s in a white shirt, a white woman in 
her 20s with blonde hair, dressed in a 
white sleeveless top and pink rabbit 
ears and a white man, also in his 20s 
wearing a black t-shirt. 

Witnesses should call police on 101. 


Driver is injured in broad 
daylight bus station attack 


A BUS driver was assaulted by 
a man as he walked across a 
bus station concourse. 

The driver was in Greyfriars 
station, near to bay seven, 
when he was approached by 
three black men at around 
2.40pm last Wednesday. 

One of the three was 
extremely aggressive and 
shoulder barged into him, 
causing him to stumble 
backwards. 

The offender then punched 
the man to the face, causing 
the victim to fall over. 

The friends of the offender 


then tried to restrain him 
while the man got up but he 
punched the victim in the face 
again before running off 
towards the shops. 

The victim, who was wearing 
his bus uniform, sustained a 
cut to the arm and bruising to 
his face. 

The offender is described as 
black, aged in his late teens 
and of thin build. 

He was wearing a peaked 
cap and black clothing.

£400k ‘wasted’ on 
funding union reps

FIGURES claim that union reps 
around the county are being 
subsidised to the tune of almost 
£400,000. 

Across the area there are 55 
people paid to represent unions 
in the councils, fire service, health 
service and police force. 

Of that number, 39 of them work 
for Unison - the largest union in 
the country. 

Northampton Borough Council, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, Northamptonshire Fire 


and Rescue Service, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police, the NHS trust, 
Wellingborough Council and the 
East Midlands Ambulance Service 
were asked for their figures by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

Matthew Sinclair, its chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “It is simply wrong 
that taxpayers are seeing their 
money used to pay thousands of 
trade union activists who organ¬ 
ise strikes which disrupt the serv¬ 
ices they rely on and pay for 
handsomely. 

“Thousands of staff who should 
be working for public services are 
working for the trade unions 


instead. Managers at too many 
public sector organisations are 
completely failing in their respon¬ 
sibility to control these costs and 
even keep proper records of the 
subsidies they are providing to 
the trade unions. 

“Tens of millions of pounds are 
being wasted on supporting 
aggressive political campaigns. 

“The Government needs at 
least to extend the proposed 
reforms to the entire public sec¬ 
tor and cut this scandalous sub¬ 
sidy.” 

Unison were unable to provide 
a comment.

Paul pledges to flip 
switch on lighting

FIGURES collated by one candi¬ 
date in the Police and Crime 
Commissioner election suggest 
that almost 70 per cent of people 
are afraid to go out after dark 
because of the lights switch off. 

Liberal Democrat PCC hopeful 
Paul Varnsverry said in response 
to a survey he and his party 
undertook that 468 people said 
they are concerned about a 
potential rise in anti-social 
behaviour. 

He said ‘hundreds’ of residents 
reported that they were anxious 
about going out after dark or 
alone. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council made a decision last 
February to turn off street lights 
in a bid to save £2 million. 

Mr Varnsverry said: “This is con¬ 
clusive proof that Northampton¬ 
shire residents have been badly 
let down by the Conservatives. 



“The decision by County Hall 
bosses to plunge Northampton¬ 
shire into darkness has left many 
people scared to go out at night. 
This is a disgrace. 

“On the first working day since 
the clocks went back, tweets from 
police officers reported a sudden 
increase in road traffic collisions 
on dark, unlit roads. If elected, I 
will call on the county council to 


reverse this failed policy decision 
and switch the lights back on. 

“How the Conservative candi¬ 
date can talk about making 
Northamptonshire safer when he 
was one of the top back office 
advisors to the Tory leaders 
responsible for the street light 
switch-off, PCSO funding cuts, 
safety cameras switch off and 
voting against recruiting a further 
100 frontline police officers, 
beggars belief. 

“He has played a significant role 
in leaving our streets and com¬ 
munities vulnerable to burglars 
and muggers. The Conservatives 
simply cannot be trusted with the 
safety of our county.” 

In response, Mr Simmonds said:

Jim would use police role to get top cops on beat 


A POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner candidate is put¬ 
ting forward plans to get more 
senior officers ‘on the beat’. 

UKIP candidate Jim MacArthur 
has said that if he was elected he 
would meet with the Chief 
Constable to discuss the best way 
to implement a programme 
which would allow such officers 
to carry out those duties. 

He believes that putting them 
alongside front line police officers 
will help ‘get back to basics’ and 
renew their policing skills. 

He said: “We have approximate¬ 


ly 75 such officers in the county 
force and I believe that they 
should all be required to under¬ 
take at least one shift per month 
with front line uniformed officers. 

“The duty could be either with 
Safer Community Team officers 
or Immediate Response Teams. 

“This will not only provide 
increased police presence on the 
streets but will enable senior offi¬ 
cers to sharpen and update their 
basic policing skills. 

“Once they have done so, they 
could help train Special 
Constables who are in the 


patrolling phase of their proba¬ 
tionary period. 

“It will also ensure senior offi¬ 
cers remain sensitive to the 
effects that the decisions they 
take have on the work of ordinary 
uniformed front line officers that 
have to obey them.”

Traders given 
lifeline as stall 
rents slashed

MARKET traders have been handed a 
lifeline after their rent was cut by 25 
per cent. 

Northampton Borough Council (NBC) 
announced the news in response to a call 
for support by the independent Market 
Advisory Group, which was set up earlier 
this year to look at ways to improve the 
vitality and continued viability of the 
town’s historic market. 

From today until 2014 rents for perma¬ 
nent traders on Northampton’s Market 
Square will be reduced by 25 per cent, 
which will cut costs on a Saturday from 
£25 to £19 and typical weekday amounts 
from £10 to £7.50 a day. 

NBC leader, councillor David 
Mackintosh, and Cllr Tonathan Nunn, 
assistant cabinet member responsible 
for the town centre, have introduced the 
reduced figures as part of a determined 
effort to support market traders. 

Both councillors worked with stall 
holders on Saturday to experience life on 
the market and understand the pressures 
sellers are under. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “We know trading 


continues to be tough for businesses at 
the moment and so we have been 
considering what practical things we can 
do that will actually help traders and 
safeguard our market. 

“Reducing the rents is just one of the 
things we are looking at. The market has 
been successfully doing business in the 
town for centuries and we all want that to 
continue. 

“By working closely with the advisory 
group I hope very much that we can help 
traders and address more of the chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities that could 
impact the market’s future.” 

Raymond Everall, businessman and 
chairman of the advisory group, said: 
“This is a great decision that I am sure 
will produce improvements, not only for 
our market in securing its successful 
future, but also for our town centre as a 
whole. 

“I know I speak for all involved, in 
thanking the council for their support 
and hard work with the group, in particu¬ 
lar councillor Nunn and councillor 
Mackintosh. 

“This is a good start and will be very 
helpful to our loyal and hardworking 
market traders.”

Cops’ Action plan to

POLICE are ganging up on 
fraudsters who make a career 
out of ripping off people. 

Last year Northamptonshire 
Police dealt with around 2,500 
cases involving conmen. 

They ranged from drivers 
racing off from a petrol station 
without paying for fuel to dodgy 
PPI claims. 

Now the force has become one 
of the first to sign up to Action 
Fraud, an initiative aimed at 
bringing down the villains 
behind growing numbers of 
scams. 

The aim is to provide a central 
intelligence base where informa¬ 
tion is collected from different 
forces aimed at helping police 
track down whole networks of 
criminals. 

Northamptonshire cops joined 
with their Hertfordshire coun¬ 
terparts to link into the system 
and go live on Monday. 

Detective Inspector Dave 
Warnes, from Northampton¬ 
shire Police’s economic and 
financial crime team, said: “We 
had about 2,500 crimes recorded 
in connection with fraud last 
year. 

“This would include driving off 
from a petrol station without 
paying as this is what Action 
Fraud sees as a crime. 


“We want to give a clear mes¬ 
sage to those sending out emails 
or text messages to people about 
fraudulent PPIs. 

“They can now report these to 
an intelligence gathering service. 
If something is too good to be 
true then it probably is. 

“If an item is being sold as new 
and is so cheap then why is this? 
There has to be a reason. 

“We don’t want people to be a 
victim of a crime. 

“We want to target those peo¬ 
ple who are the brains behind 


these operations.” DI Warnes 
explained North-amptonshire 
Police will still see the victims 
and then pass the details of the 
crime to Action Fraud. 

It will give police a detailed 
picture of fraud both nationally 
and locally allowing them to 
identify trends quickly and 
respond accordingly. 

He added: “Every force has to 
be involved in this system by 
April 1. 

“With this we can now take the 
fight to the fraudsters. This is not

Cash crisis travel firm 
axes 126 employees

MORE than 100 people have lost 
their jobs after a travel group 
went into administration. 

Bowen Travel Group, which 
operates York’s in Northampton, 
as well as Bowen Travel Ltd, 
which also trades from the town, 
and Brackley-based Jeffs Coaches 
Ltd, informed staff on Friday. 

It is understood some employ¬ 
ees were called to Sheep Street in 


the town and shop managers 
asked to return their store keys. 

Across the company’s offices in 
Northampton and Cogenhoe, 126 
have been made redundant with 
just eight people being retained. 

Matthew Cowlishaw and 
Dominic Wong, partners at busi¬ 
ness advisory firm Deloitte, have 
been appointed as Joint 
Administrators. 

In a statement they said it was a 
result of the 'depressed leisure 
sector’ that the group 'experi¬ 


enced a serious cash flow crisis’. 
Prior to the appointment of 
Deloitte, a restructuring was con¬ 
sidered and a sale of all three divi¬ 
sions sought, however a deal 
could not be concluded in time. 

All four trading firms within the 
group ceased to trade on October 
25 due to being unable to meet 
payroll commitments. 

Staff and customers were due to 
receive advisory letters as an 
attempt was made to find another 
company to take on bookings.

COMPLAINTS have been made 
about rogue traders offering to 
clear moss from the roofs of 
people’s houses. 

Trading Standards at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council has received several 
complaints from worried 
consumers who have been quot¬ 
ed a price to have moss removed. 

They have then found that the 


cost has increased or felt pres¬ 
sured into having work done. 

The National Federation of 
Roofing Contractors, has been 
receiving an unprecedented 
number of calls from members of 
the public who have been 
approached about the removal, 
which is usually followed up with 
the tiles being painted in order, 
so, it is claimed, to prolong the life 
of the roof. 

Moss removal and roof painting 
is rarely a problem and only 


needs to be removed if it is block¬ 
ing gutters, outlets and other 
drainage points on the roof. 

Most techniques that they have 
come across are often achieved 
by violent means such as power¬ 
washing, which may cause 
damage. 

Councillor Ben Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“Our advice is always very clear - 
don’t buy goods or services from 
someone who cold calls at your 
door.”

wait until Skyfall’s spectacular and 
explosive climax to find out the 
answer. 

Suffice to say that a clue lies in 
Bond’s orphaned childhood and a 
previous Bond title, ‘The World is 
Not Enough’. 

Probably the tightest scripted Bond 
in over 20 years, the film’s star-stud¬ 
ded cast, production values and plot 
make it a fitting tribute to the 50th 
anniversary of the world’s longest 
running movie franchise of all time. 

From the opening sequence, a 
classic motorcycle chase through the 
streets of Istanbul, which owes more 
than a nod to the Italian Job, the film 
has the audience on the edge of their 
seats throughout. 

Bond, shot accidentally by another 
MI6 agent on M’s instructions while 
pursuing the man who stole a disk 
with the names of all NATO opera¬ 
tives embedded in terrorist organisa¬ 
tions around the world, is missing 
presumed dead. 

Again, in a twist that harks back to 


‘You Only Live Twice’, a resurrected 
Bond returns to life to try to save M 
from the vengeance of the film’s 
villain, the facially disfigured Silver. 

When Ben Wishaw is introduced as 
techie Geek ‘Q’, Bond dryly observes 
that ‘you’ve still got spots.’ 

‘I,’ retorts Q, ‘can take out more 
people on my laptop before I’ve had 
my first Earl Grey than you can in a 
year in the field’. 

Despite great lines throughout, the 
two Bond girls, Berenice Marlohe 
and Naomi Harris, get very few of 
them. 

A succession of pseudo and overt 
references to previous Bond films 
draws laughs and applause from the 
audience, especially the reappear¬ 
ance of the ejector seat Aston Martin 
DB5 which features in the stunning 
end climax. 

Not only is this a classic Bond in 
every respect but one that sets the 
scene for the next film’s personnel 
that’s scheduled for late 2014.

Lenny never looked 
back after Tiswas fun

STAND-up comedy as far as 
Lenny Henry is concerned is like 
a wrestling match between him 
and the audience. 

He likes to quote Ken Dodd who, 
after three and a half hours of 
telling jokes, would roll up his 
sleeves on stage and ask the 
audience ‘Do you give in?’. 

The lad from Dudley got his first 
break when he was 16 and he 
entered the talent show New 
Faces in 1975. 

For more than 30 years he had 
been searching for this early 
break and it was thanks to fellow 
comic Bob Monkhouse. 

When Monkhouse died he left a 
huge collection of programmes 
he had videoed and one of them 
was New Faces starring a teenage 
Henry. 

Speaking about watching the 
show so many years later, Henry 
said: “When I saw it I could not 
believe the courage of that lad. 

“He is on stage and he just 
grabbed the brass ring to his chest 







and went for it. He was doing his 
impressions and it was working. 

“I am now 54 years old and look¬ 
ing at that clip I just wanted to 
hug him. 

“When I looked at his eyes I 
could see no fear which is very 
different to me now. 

“Now I am more professional 
and when I go on stage I get 
nervous and hope everything 
goes well.” 

Henry explained the main rea¬ 
son he wanted to be a comedian 
was to impress girls. 

He said: “I knew they liked 
something different so I decided 


it was better to get on stage 
and do Scooby-Doo impressions 
rather than take a date to the 
Queen Mary Ballroom and get¬ 
ting glassed in a fight.” 

Soon after winning New Faces, 
he landed a spot on the children’s 
Saturday morning ITV show 
Tiswas. 

This was the brain-child of Chris 
Tarrant and could have ended as 
soon as it started for Henry. 

He said: “Chris would not tell 
me for so long what he wanted 
me to do. 

“He then told me I would have 
to go as I was not doing what he 
wanted but he never told me 
what he wanted.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Northampton’s Ben Tozer 

Tozer throwing 
himself into task 
of assist maker 

BEN Tozer’s long throw has proven a 
dangerous weapon in Northampton 
Town’s arsenal, but the midfielder 
acknowledges it is something he 
rarely practises. 

The 22-year-old has been bom¬ 
barding defences in League Two with 
throws into the box for his favourite 
target Adebayo Akinfenwa all season 
and it continues to reap rewards. 

He joins the likes of Dave Challinor 
and Rory Delap in being renowned 
for his ability with throw-ins, but is at 
a loss to explain how he manages to 
do it. 

“I don’t work on it all at, to be hon¬ 
est,” said Tozer. “I don’t think I take a 
throw-in until Friday before a game, 
which gives me a bit of rest because it 
is quite a strain on my back. 

“I’ve got several assists from my 
throw-in and on Saturday I was a bit 
disappointed that a goal was disal¬ 
lowed because it’s good to get the 
assist and show teams why it is such 
a lethal thing for them to defend 
against. 

“You can see the fear in some teams 
when I’m shaping up to take the 
throw-in. You know they have pre¬ 
pared for it - or tried to. 

Tozer revealed how he unsuccess¬ 
fully tried to teach on-loan left back 
Blair Adams the skill last season, only 
to give up after ten minutes. 

“I’m not bigging myself up, but I 
think it is more to do with technique 
- it’s timing, really,” Tozer said. “I 
don’t think it’s anything that can real¬ 
ly be coached.” 

Injuries to Luke Guttridge and Ben 
Harding have left the former 
Newcastle United player as the sen¬ 
ior midfielder in the starting line-up. 

That is a responsibility that Tozer is 
relishing though, particularly the 
task of mentoring the precocious 
Emyr Huws who is on loan from 
Manchester City. 

“During the game I am talking to 
him [Emyr] a lot and just saying, ‘Be 
here, be there’ and just trying to 
encourage him because he is a good 
player and can be a brilliant one. But 
sometimes he has that mentality of 
holding the ball too much. 

“I’m just trying to tell him when to 
get rid of it and when not to.” 

Huws has acknowledged he is 
adjusting to his first taste of senior 
football. 

“There are challenges in both areas; 
physically you have to take the chal¬ 
lenges and be strong, mentally you 
have to deal with the pressure,” he 
said. 

Tozer received advice from Andy 
Holt when he first arrived at Sixfields 
from Newcastle two years ago. 

“Experience of senior football is the 
main thing [for Huws] because I was 
19-20 when I came here and men’s 
football is completely different to 
reserve football,” Tozer said. 

“Reserve football is just tippy- 
tappy, the game doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing if you lose and certain players 
don’t care.” 


LEE Nicholls is set to extend his loan 
spell with Northampton Town as 
soon as Aidy Boothroyd can finish 
sorting out the finer points of his 
contract with parent club Wigan 
Athletic. 

Goalkeeper Nicholls’ initial three- 
month deal expired this week, but 
some impressive performances from 
the 19-year-old have seen the 
Cobblers keen to keep him for longer 
despite Shane Higgs now being 
available. 

One of the sticking points is 


whether or not he will be given per¬ 
mission to play in this Saturday’s FA 
Cup tie at home to Bradford City - 
along with various clauses - but 
Town boss Boothroyd is confident 
that Nicholls will return. 

“That’s getting ironed out, and I 
fully expect Lee Nicholls to be back 
with us by the close of play this week 
and then we will take it from there,” 
he said. 

“I’m very pleased because when 
players come out on loan, you know 
that they are going to make mistakes 


and that they are not the finished 
product. 

“You hope that they learn very 
quickly and that their talent carries 
them through and Lee has been 
absolutely exceptional as a person 
and a player for us.” 

With top scorer Alex Nicholls out 
for the season after suffering a dou¬ 
ble broken leg in Saturday’s 2-0 win 
over Port Vale, Boothroyd admitted 
he may look at forward options in the 
loan market. 

The manager has made 11 loan 


signings in his time at Sixfields, but 
he is also keen to give Louis Moult 
another opportunity to show what he 
can do after the former Stoke City 
striker came on for Nicholls in 
that game and got Northampton’s 
second. 

“Sometimes things happen and 
something surprises you, but I know 
what a good player Louis is and now 
is the time for him to prove that we 
don’t need to spend anymore money 
and go and get someone else,” 
Boothroyd said.
